tables she had preserved. If there was 
any surplus sugar she was to return 
it to the dealer from whom she bought 


This morning Warren P. Riordan of 


.he food administration opened his mail 
and one of the first pieces to come to 
his attention was one of the return 
cards from a woman who had obtained 
25 pounds of sugar for preserving pur- 
poses. 


She stated that she had used the 25 


pounds in putting up 14 quarts of vcge- 
ables. 


"That's an utter impossibility," said

"That means that she 


used on an average two pounds to a 
quart.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22—In order to 


co-ordinate the efforts of the allies and 
the United States in Russia, an oilicial 
dispatch from France today says it has 
been decided to create two internation- 
al councils, one at Archangel, includ- 
ing the entente ambassadors under the 
presidency pf American Ambassador 
Francis and the other at Vladivostok, 
to oe composed of five high officials. 


On the Vladivostok council. Great 


Britain will be represented 
by Sir 


Charles Eliot; France by Eugene Reg- 
nault, fonder ambassador to Japan, and 
Japan by Minister Matsudaira. It was 
said at the state department today that 
an American representative had not 
been named. 


These councils, it is understood, wi^l 


fact as diplomatic representatives in 
dealing with the independent Russian 
government in Siberia and on the Mur- 
mansk coast and pave the way for the 
great economic and industrial commis- 
sions organizing' to aid in the rehabili- 
tation of Russia.

"With a military guard acting as an 


escort, the body was removed from the 
Gallinger home at 11 o'clock to the 
state house, where it remained until 
the funeral hour to be viewed by the 
venerable senator's home folk. It lay 
in state in Doric hall, in front of the 
main entrance. Behind the coffin dark 
draperies served as a background for 
a profusion of flowers, many of which 
had been sent by friends in official life 
at Washington. 
The American and 


state flags stood nearby. 


As a mark of respect all business es- 


tablishments in the city were closed at 
11 o'clock for the day.

They say that it was 
at Xivray the men holding the sector 
showed they had learned how to do 
what must be done in the front line.

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DRAFT 
ON 
OUR MAN POWER 


There is little room for doubt that the man power bill as already out- 


lined in the press, Trill become law. The age limit for the draft will be IS 


1 to 45, but there is a great number of people in this country who think it 


is a rather radical step to make such a heavy draft as is proposed 


upon our young men at this time. 


It is alleged that the number of men to be drafted within the 


age limits of 35 to 45 will he comparatively small. 
The main pull will 


be from the ranks of the young men between IS and 21 years of age. 
Some suggestion has been made for placing the young men between 
18 and 19 in a deferred class, not. to be called until the spring, and it 
might be well, temporarily, to extend this reservation just a little higher. 
From recent developments, however, there is hut slight chance that there 
will be any delay in calling the young men. 


It seems that General March is in accord with Lord Milner, British 


secretary of war, in the assumption that America will furnish the fighting 
men necessary to vhip Germany while many of the men now serving in 
the British army will be withdrawn to help in the munition factories "for 
the output of every kind 'of engine of war, especially airplanes and 
tanks and guns, required by the United States and other allies.'' 


It is apparently assumed that the United States cannot provide the 


necessary equipment for the large army to be sent, across next year, and 
England'is volunteering to help out. 
We had supposed that there would 


be no great deficiency in this respect, that our ammunition factories and 
those for providing other equipment were keeping pace with the needs 
of our armies at the front and that they would probably be able to so 
continue. 
Lord Milner, however, believes that we Cannot do this, and 


gives assurance that if we furnish the fighting men, England will provide 
all the tanks and guns they may need. 


It may be necessary to call upon England for this purpose inasmuch 


as our productive capacity will be greatly reduced \>y the drafting of 
two or three million men before next spring; but why cripple our Amer- 
ican factories to the extent of leaving such a very great .part of the work 
to be done in England? 
It is true that an army without the ammunition 


and engines of war now in common use, can accomplish nothing; but 
nevertheless, care must be taken to avoid drawing too heavily upon the 
man power that has thus far suslained our war work industries. 


It seems to be the intention now to carry out Lord Milner's idea, 


however, and give this country the honor of whipping the Germans. Per- 
haps it is the 
best 
course to pursue and perhaps it 
is the 


only 
means 
by 
which 
the 
enemy 
can 
be 
reduced 
to 
submis- 


sion within a reasonable time; and apparently our American soldiers will 
prove equal to the task.

The four were 
taken to the Glen house, at the foot 
of the mountain, to'await the arrival 
of oflicers from the naval intelligence 
bureau, who had been notified of tha 
arrest and planned to take* Smith and 
his companions to Portsmouth for ex- 
amination.

According to the deputy sheriff, Smith 


admitted that he was sending signals 
from tho highest point in New England 
to Portland harbor with powerful elec- 
tric flash lights.

The deputy, after his attention had

France, July 26, 1918. 


Dear Mother: 


So much lias happened during the 
last few days that I hardly know where 
to begin. 
At present I am in a base 
hospital, recovering- from gas. There 
is nothing very serious about it, so 
there is no need to worry. 
Last Fourth of July we went into the 
front line,- and I wondered what was 
behind those German hills. 
I had a 
chance to see. Many of the German 
dug-outs are 30 feet below the ground. 
They are fixed up very nicely; large 
rugs, plush chairs, mirrors, etc. These 
have, been taken from the French vil- 
lages, probably. 
This is a nice hos-

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DRAFT ON OUR 
MAN 
POWER 


There is little room for doubt that the man power hill as already out- 


lined in the press, will become, law. The age limit for the draft will he IS 
to 45, hut there is a great mimher of people in this' country who think it 
is a rather radical step to make such a heavy draft as is proposed 
upon our young men at this time. 


It is alleged that the number of men to be drafted within the 


age limits of 35 to 45 will be comparatively small. 
The mftin pull will 


be from the ranks of the young men between 18 and 21 years of age. 
Some suggestion has been made for placing the young men between 
18 and 19 in a deferred class, not to be called until the spring, and it 
might be well, temporarily, to extend this reservation just a little higher 
From recent developments, however, there is but slight chance that there 
will be any delay in calling the young men. 


It seems that General March is in accord with Lord Milner, British 


secretary of war, in the assumption that America will furnish the fighting 
men necessary to whip Germany while many of the men now serving in 
the British army will be withdrawn to help in the munition factories "for 
the output of every kind of engine of war, especially airplanes and 
tanks and guns, required by the United States and other allies." ' 


It is apparently assumed that the United States cannot provide the 


necessary equipment for the large army to be sent across next year, and 
England is volunteering to help out. 
We had supposed that there would 


be no great deficiency in this respect, that our ammunition factories and 
those for providing other equipment were keeping pace with the needs 
of our armies at the front and that they would probably be able to so 
continue. 
Lord Milner, however, believes that we cannot do this, and 


gives assurance that if we furnish the fighting men, England will provide 
all the tanks and guns they may need. 


It may be necessary to call upon England for this purpose inasmuch 


as our productive capacity will be greatly reduced by the drafting of 
two or three million men before nest spring; but why cripple our Amer- 
ican factories to the extent of leaving such a very great part of the work 
to be done in England? 
It is true that an army without the ammunition 


and engines of war 
UOTT in common use, can accomplish nothing; but 


nevertheless, care must be taken to avoid drawing too heavily upon the 
man power that has thus far sustained our war work industries. 


It seems to be the intention now to carry out Lord Milner's idea, 


however, and give this country the honor of whipping the Germans. 
Per- 


haps it is the 
best 
course to pursue and perhaps it is 
the 


only 
means 
by 
which 
the 
enemy 
can 
be 
reduced 
to 
submis- 


sion within a reasonable time; and apparently our American soldiers will 
prove equal to the task.

' A BABY HOUSE 
NEEDED 


All the mills in this city, so great 


is the press of war orders upon them, 
feel the depleted labor supply. 
One 


mill has already announced and ad- 
vertised, that it was now ready to 
supply work to women who, on ac- 
count of being housewives, could put 
in only part of their time. Beyond 
Question many other Lowell mills will 
have to try to help themselves in a 
similar way. 


Coincidentally with this condition 


we now have an infant mortality rate 
here that gives us the doubtful honor 
of being something like fourth on the 
list of American industrial cities hav- 
ing a high death rate among babies. 
In this city the welfare workers do 
not 
hesitate 
to 
say 
that 
more 


mothers are now working in Lowell 
mills than probably ever before. Such 
mothers have 
to leave even tiny 


babies at home in the care of their 
older but not old enough, children. 
Lack of care and attention on the 
part of the mothers and the fact the 
mothers can be in only one place at 
a time, is one of the causes of this 
condition. 


It is probable that Lowell mill 


owners, who certainly 
have funds 


enough at their disposal to undertake 
it, may profit by the example of the 
American Woolen company at Law- 
rence. There the employer found 'he 
could add more women to his force, 
if he had some nearby and proper 
place where the working mother could 
leave her baby. 
Quickly enough the 


Lawrence mill people took possession 
of a corporation boarding house, scat- 
tered the tenants and forthwith are 
now busy making alterations so that 
it will be an ideal day nursery for 
the mill mothers. 
The mills, with a 


new and unlocked for interest in the 
subject, announce proudly that they 
will have the finest "baby house," in 
America- 


It seems rather certain that Lowell 


mills would gain additions to their 
forces from the mothers living in the 
mill district, if they would adopt a. 
similar course. Lowell needs a "baby 
house" for such women and it is one 
of the most important needs of the 
Community at the present time.

Signals flashing from the summit of 
Mount Washington aroused the sus- 
picion of a deputy sheriff In Gorhara 
early yesterday and resulted in the ar- 
rast of Robert L. omith of Boston, hia 
wife, another woman, and a man, whosa 
names were withheld. The four wera 
taken to the Glen house, at the foot 
of the mountain, to await the arrival 
of orticers from the naval intelligence 
bureau, who had been notified of the 
arrest and planned to take Smith and 
his companions to Portsmouth for ex- 
amination. 


According to the deputy sheriff, Smith 


admitted that he was sending signals 
from tho highest point in New England 
to Portland harbor with powerful elec- 
tric flash lights. He said that his pur- 
pose was innocent and that as presi- 
dent of a portable electric flashlight 
company of Boston he was carrying out 
experiments. 


The deputy, after his attention had 


been called by residents of Gorham to 
the strange flashes coming from tha 
mountain top, so brilliant as to be con- 
spicuous in spite of the moonlight, 
spent a short time in making observa- 
tions. He said tonight that It seemed 
apparent to him that a regular coda 
of signals was being used. 


Deciding to take no chance of per- 


mitting the escape, of any one who 
might be flashing communications to 
an enemy vessel, the deputy hurriedly 
called together a posse of more than 
100 men. They were stationed at the 
entrances Jot all the trails leading to 
the summit of Mount Washington and 
at the foot of the carriage road. Then 
the deputy made the eight mile climb 
up' the road from the Glen in an auto- 
mobile.
